It is wilh an opology to oor readers 
that we allude to tbo coarsely poraonal 
and, evea worse, ontraiblui p,rtiolo 
which appoorod in a local print on 
TharsdQj.

haoOs. But look at iba nbs 
Butdily of tiiB propoailioD implied in tbe 
WordeJuBi quoted, Ceriaio liberal measotea 
have been udvupated (ooi 'created') by some
